Army Does Good Job Of 
Looking After Itself

The Israel Defence Army is 
well looked after. This was 
the impression gathered by a 
party of journalists, industria- 
lists and businessmen, who 
spent a day recenily in an 


Army supply base somewhere 
in Israel. To some, this visit 


was reminiscent of days when 
they served as Palestinians in 
lis Majesty's Forces. 


Things have not changed 
much. An air of  tidiness. 
clegniiness, and impersonal 


efficiency is everywhere. When 
the visitors arrived, the guards 
turned out and presented arms 
to Aluf Ephraim Ben Artz. 
the Quartermaster General. 
The tense expectation 38 
clated with a general inspec- 
tion was sensed in the camp. 

From the explanations of 
the Quartermaster General 
‘and his senior staff members, 
delivered in terse and pungent 
Hebrew (Tzahalese, as some 
call the Hebrew that has 
Sprung up to meet Army 
needs and uses), a picture 
emerged of a tightly knit 
System, a synthesis of tested 
methods changed to meet 
Israel's particular needs. To 
cite a few examples: the Army

This experience was the 
culmination of many other 
Similar experiences I have had 
while travelling in public ve- 
hicies. Pregnant women are not 
the only section of the popul- 
ation who suffer at the hands 
of the general public — the 
aged, the infirm and the mo- 
ther with her little child very 
often receive the same treat- 
ment.
